Each 
research facility shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, and treat diseases and 
injuries, and the availability of emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

Two nonhuman primates had excessive hair loss and the research facility failed 

to put a special treatment plan in place.

9 C.F.R. § 2.33(b)(5) Attending Veterinarian and Adequate Veterinary Care. Each 
research facility shall establish and maintain programs of adequate veterinary care that 
include adequate pre-procedural and post-procedural care in accordance with current 

established veterinary medical and nursing procedures. 


The research facility failed to ensure that an animal recovering from anesthesia 
was properly monitored in accordance with the protocol. During an IACUC 
inspection, a nonhuman primate was found lying on its side in a semi-conscious 
state following ketamine sedation for blood draw and collection of cerebral 
spinal fluid. No personnel from the laboratory were present to monitor the 

animal.
